batons freely. For at least five minutes 
there was a regular stand up fight be- 
tween the crowd and police; finally tha 
crowd gave way and the police succeeded 
in maintaining a clear space in front of 
the court house. Mr. William O'Bnen 
first refused to en'er the building unless 
the general public was (reely admitted, 
but he finally went iu bitterly complain- 
ing of the brutality of the police. One 
officer in the 
rush struck Commoner 


Harrington, 
severelv wounding 
him. 


Another struck Mr. Halifax who caused 
a sensation by appear.ng in court bleed- 
ing freely from a scalp wound, the blood 
running down over his f ice and ueck and 
completely saturating the collar of hid 
coat.

in Utah since last June, or during the 
past year; also that in public discourses 
the leader^ of Hie church have taught, en- 
couraged, und urged the continuance of 
the practice of polygamy; 


A Comprehensive Disclaimer. 


"I, therefore, as president of the church 


of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, do 
hereby, in the most solemn manner, de- 
clare that tiie charges are false. 
We are 


not teaching polygamy or plural mar- 
riage, nor permitting any to enter into its 
practice; and I deny that either forty or 
ntiy other number of plural marriages 
have during that period been solemnized 
in our temples or any other place in the 
territory. One cnse has been reported in 
which the parties all"ged that the mar- 
riage was performed in the endowment 
hnug" in Salt L ikt- City in the spring of 
18s<j But 1 l.aM not beeuable to learn who 
[Hifoimed the ce'-ein uy. Whatever was 
done in this matter was done without my 
know lodge. In consequence of this al- 
leged occurrence the endowment house 
tva* by my instructions taken down with- 
out delay. 


Mormons Will Obey the Law.

THE LABOR BILLS IN THE SENATE. 


Harris Objects to 1'helr Connlderntioii 


Under the Five-IHInute Rule—The Bill 
to Make Peoria, Ills., » Fort of Deliv- 
ery Fagged—The House Agrees to the 
Conference Report ou the Land For- 
feiture Bill—Debate on the Report. 
WASHINGTON CITT, Sept. 25.—In the sen- 


ate Thursday morning house bill to pro- 
vide for the establishment of a port of do- 
livery at Peoria, Ills., was reported by 
Cullom from the committee on commerce 
and passed. Plumb reported senate joint 
resolution authorizing the extension for 
one year of the time of payment fdr land 
on preemption or homestead claims when- 
ever by reason of failure of crops the set- 
tler is unable to make payment withiu 
time prescribedjby law, and it was passed. 
The calendar was then taken np. When 
what are known as the "labor bi!!s" were 
reached Harris objected to their consider 
ation under the live-minute rule. 
He 


said three of these bills proposed to go 
into the general question of regulating 
the labor of the country. A question of 
that importance could not be considered 
under the five-minute rule aud he there- 
fore objected to the consideration of 
tjpe 


bills at this time. The bills were accord- 
ingly passed over. 


An Objection from Gorman. 


The next bill taken up was the house 


bill to amend the alieu contract labor 
law. Gorman said that the Republican 
majority had agreed upon an order of 
business for the remainder of the session 
and that the labor bills had been assigned 
a place and would be considered when 
they were reached in that order. There- 
fore, with a view of having a fair consid- 
eration of each of them, which he trusted 
they would have 
before the senate ad- 


journed, he objected to the consideration 
of the bill. The bill was laid aside \yith- 
out action. 
The senate then resumed 


consideration of the senate bill to estab- 
lish a United States land court and to 
provide for the settlement of private land 
claims. 


Houtie Proceedings. 


The house took up the conference report 


on the land forfeiture bill. Payson of 
Illinois in charge of the report made a 
brief explanation of its provisions. Mc- 
Rae of Arkansas and 
Holtn.m of In- 


diana, expressed a preference for the bill 
as it passed the house originally. Wheeler 
of Alabama believed the bill in its present 
shape would further postpone the restora- 
tion of the public lands. Forney favored 
the bill because it settled all difficulties 
in his state. Hooker of Mississippi also 
favored the report of the conference com- 
mittee. Hitt of Illinois said that the bill 
forfeited about fifty million acres and 
prevented syndicates and large holders 
purchasing from rail loads. 
After further 


debate theconference report was agreed to

After two 
days of intense siift'ei ing Morphy fell off 
and was drowned 
Watts lashed himself 


more securely to the boat and iu this way 
spent ten days without food, suffering 
the most intense agony. 
He was picked 


up on the 19th in au unconscious condi- 
tion by Indians near Gladstone Island 
and was brought to Winnipeg by the 
steamer Aurora.

H. Hill, as being one of the lawmakeis, 
though he had nothing especially to do 
witli this one, has come in foi a good deal 
of the cussing.

Fish Waiden Harkness has about 100

people. It is quite well known that some
